INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Improper  Labeling  of  Potted  Meat  Products. 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  bureau  that,  some  potted  meat  products, 
ham  flavor,  and  potted  meat  products,  tongue  flavor,  are  improperly  labeled,  due  to 
the  fact  that  they  do  not  possess  the  distinctive  flavor  of  ham  or  tongue.  Inspectors 
are  therefore  directed  to  see  that  products  of  this  nature  prepared  under  their  super- 
vision contain  sufficient  ham  or  tongue  to  give  the  distinctive  flavor  designated. 
Otherwise  the  use  of  the  statements  '"ham  flavor"  and  "tongue  flavor"  shall  be  dis- 
continued. 

Samples  of  Ham  Washes  Desired. 

It  is  a  common  practice  for  packers  to  employ  various  washes  for  ham  covering*. 
These  are  usually  colored  red  or  orange.  Inspectors 'in  charge  will  immediately  take 
2-ounce  samples  of  all  substances  used  in  the  preparation  of  such  washes,  and,  after 
careful  labeling  showing  the  particular  establishment  at  which  each  substance  is 
used,  forward  them  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Biochemic  Divi- 
sion, Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  Each  sample  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a  properly  executed  Form  Be  1. 

♦Conducts  slaughtering. 
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Construction  of  Sausage-stuffing  Machines. 

Information  is  desired  concerning  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  oj  sausage- 
stuffing  machines.  Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  will  therefore  report 
promptly  concerning  the  materials  which  go  to  make  up  the  parts  of  the  machines 
which  come  in  contact  with  the  sausage  meats.  It  is  especially  desirable  that  this 
report  include  a  statement  concerning  the  materials  used  for  the  hoppers  and  for  the 
stopcocks  and  faucets  through  which  the  meat  is  forced  into  the  casings. 

Willful  Breaking  of  Car  Seals. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  in  many  instances  meat-inspection  seals  which  are 
applied  to  cars  are  willfully  broken  by  employees  of  the  establishment  in  order  to 
facilitate  application  of  house  seals,  in  some  cases  the  holes  or  eyes  of  sealing  pins 
being  too  small  to  readily  admit  the  two  seals. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  take  this  matter  up  with  the 
managers  of  establishments  with  a  "view  to  having  the  practice  discontinued.  An 
effort  should  also  be  made  to  detect  violations  of  this  kind,  and  wherever  practicable 
Government  seals  should  not  be  affixed  to  the  cars  until  after  the  other  seals  have  been 
affixed. 

Necks  of  Hogs  to  be  Cut  for  Inspection. 

In  order  that  proper  inspection  may  be  made  to  determine  the  presence  of  disease, 
the  management  of  official  establishments  where  swine  are  slaughtered  shall  here- 
after require  that  the  necks  be  cut  in  such  a  manner  as  to  fully  expose  the  submaxillary 
lymphatic  glands,  which  shall  remain  upon  the  heads  in  their  natural  position. 

Beef  Measles. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  is  again  called  to  inspection  for  the  presence  of  measles 
in  beef.  The  heart  should  be  inspected,  by  palpation  as  well  as  visually,  before  its 
identity  with  the  carcass  is  lost,  and  during  the  piece  inspection  of  tongues  measles 
should  be  carefully  watched  for. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  European  statistics  indicate  that  the  muscles  of  mastication 
are  the  most  common  seat  of  infestation,  and  that  measles  are  likely  to  be  present  in 
this  location  when  absent  from  other  parts  of  the  carcass  or  only  found  with  difficulty 
therein,  it  is  desirable  that  these  muscles  be  carefully  inspected,  so  that  the  deeper 
portions  as  well  as  the  surface  may  be  examined.  Preliminary  to  this  inspection 
it  will  probably  be  found  necessary  to  wash  the  heads,  as  their  bloody  condition  would 
render  such  inspection  difficult  and  more  or  less  ineffective. 

It  is  desired  that  inspectors  in  charge  report  data  obtained  from  these  inspections, 
including  also,  when  practicable,  a  statement  of  the  origin  of  infested  cattle. 

Prevention  of  Moldy  Stearins. 

A  considerable  number  of  samples  of  more  or  less  moldy  oleo  stearins  have  been 
received  at  the  laboratories  for  examination.  Examination  of  these  samples  has 
shown  that  all  have  contained  small  amounts  of  moisture  and  scraps  of  tissue.  Ex- 
periments have  shown  that  the  mold  will  not  grow  on  pure  and  dry  stearin  but 
requires  a  small  amount  of  moisture,  and  probably  nitrogenous  material  as  well,  for 
its  development. 

The  molds  produce  salmon-pink,  gray,  or  greenish  spots  in  the  stearin.  They  may 
be  readily  recognized  with  the  microscope  by  the  following  method:  Place  a  email 
bit  of  the  discolored  stearin  on  a  clean  glass  slide,  add  a  drop  or  two  of  chloroform  to 
dissolve  the  stearin,  cover  with  a  clean  cover  glass,  and  examine  under  low  power  of 
microscope  (16  mm.  lens  or  equivalent).    The  mycelial  threads  are  easily  recognized. 
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It  is  believed  that  greater  care  in  the  rendering,  settling,  and  drawing  off  of  the 
stock,  so  as  to  produce  a  stearin  more  nearly  free  from  water  and  bits  of  tissue,  will 
materially  reduce  the  number  of  condemnations  from  this  cause.  Other  precautions 
recommended  as  likely  to  reduce  or  assist  in  preventing  moldiness  of  the  stearins 
are  greater  care  in  removing  the  stock  from  the  bottoms  of  the  seeders  at  the  time  of 
pressing,  thorough  washing  of  the  press  cloths  with  hot  water  and  soap,  and  prompt 
and  thorough  drying  of  the  press  cloths. 


ATTENDANCE  OF  BUREAU  EMPLOYEES  AT  VETERINARY  COLLEGES. 

Several  applications  have  been  received  from  employees  in  this  bureau  tor  per- 
mission to  attend  veterinary  colleges  when  not  occupied  with  their  official  duties. 
At  the  present  time  the  course  of  instruction  (lectures  and  laboratory  work)  at  all 
veterinary  colleges,  except  two  in  Washington,  D.  C,  is  given  between  the  hours 
of  8  a.  m.  and  6  p.m.,  and  it  is  not  considered  possible  for  employees,  however  capable 
or  efficient,  to  render  full  service  to  the  Government  and  at  the  same  time  pursue 
a  day  course  in  veterinary  science.  In  the  case  of  employees  detailed  for  duty  at 
night,  the  bureau  considers  that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  study  in  the  daytime 
and  give  satisfactory  service  during  the  night,  as  there  is  not  sufficient  time  left  for 
necessary  rest  and  sleep. 

For  these  reasons  the  bureau  will  not  grant  permission  for  employees  in  the  field, 
whether  on  duty  at  night  or  by  day,  to  attend  a  veterinary  college,  and  if  they  do 
attend  it  will  be  at  their  own  risk,  because  any  attendance  of  this  kind  may  sooner 
or  later  cause  neglect  of  the  official  work  to  which  they  are  assigned.  If  employees 
should  desire  to  attend  such  colleges,  inspectors  in  charge  will  not  make  any  change 
in^the  work  of  such  employees  in  order  to  make  this  possible,  and  will  hold  them 
strictly  accountable  for  their  work  in  every  particular. 


CLIPPINGS  CONCERNING  THE  DAIRY  INDUSTRY. 

In  addition  to  clippings  now  received,  the  bureau  desires  to  receive  clippings  from 
newspapers  and  other  publications  which  contain  items  of  real  news  value  concerning 
dairy  matters.  Inspectors  in  charge  are  therefore  directed  to  request  the  members  of 
their  forces  to  keep  this  matter  in  mind  and  to  bring  to  them  such  clippings  as  may 
be  of  interest  on  this  subject.  It  is  of  course  not  the  intention  that  papers  should  be 
purchased  expixssly  for  this  purpose.  Blanks  to  which  clippings  sent  to  this  office 
should  be  attached  will  be  sent  on  application. 


HANDLING  INFECTIOUS  CARS. 

It  is  noted  that  many  stations  allow  infectious  cars  to  remain  uncleaned  longer  than 
appears  necessary.  In  many  instances  this  is  the  cause  of  cars  being  removed  before 
being  treated  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  department.  Employees  in 
charge  of  this  work  should  take  the  matter  up  with  the  proper  officials  of  the  trans- 
portation companies  responsible  for  the  cleaning,  washing,  and  disinfecting  of  infec- 
tious cars  with  a  view  to  having  them  properly  treated  promptly  after  unloading  at 
destination. 

The  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  of  March  15,  1910,  concerning  the 
reporting  of  infectious  cars  should  be  closely  observed.

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by"the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"  Carbolic  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  James  Good,  Phihv 
delphia,  Pa.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  37  gallons  of  water. 

"Cresylol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  California  Drug  &  Chemical 
Co.,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  57  gallons  of 
water. 

uKrea-Septin"  a  coal-tar  creosote^dip,  manufactured  for"  the  Warner  Remedy  Co., 
Chicago,  111.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
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use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  substance  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amend- 
ments. 


A  PARASITIC  NEMATODE  OF  THE  HORSE  TRANSMITTED  BY  THE 

HOUSE  FLY. 

Recent  investigations  by  Dr.  B.  H.  Ransom,  Chief  of  the  Zoological  Division  of  this 
bureau,  have  determined  that  a  small  nematode  (known  as  Habronema  muscse)  com- 
monly present  in  the  house  fly  is  the  larval  stage  of  a  parasite  which  occurs  in  the 
stomach  of  the  horse.  The  adult  worm  found  in  the  stomach  belongs  in  the  same  genus 
as  the  well-known  Spiroptera  microstoma,  but  is  of  a  different  species. 

The  embryos  of  the  worm  pass  out  of  the  body  of  the  horse  in  the  feces.  Fly  larvse 
developing  in  manure  from  an  infested  horse  become  infected  with  the  embryos  of 
the  parasite,  and  while  the  fly  larvse  are  undergoing  their  development  into  pupae, 
and  finally  into  adult  flies,  the  nematode  embryos  are  growing  and  developing,  reach- 
ing their  final  larval  stage  at  about  the  time  the  flies  emerge  from  the  pupal  stage. 
Infection  of  the  horse  follows  from  swallowing  infested  flies,  and  the  nematode  larvae 
then  complete  their  development  to  maturity. 

A  full  account  of  Habronema  muscse  will  appear  later  in  bulletin  form..
